The man who is determined to shuffle off 
this mortal coil need have no trouble with 
his druggist in securing the 
means, for there are scores of mineral pois- 
ons, which any druggist will sell to him 
without the slightest hesitation and with- 
out asking a single question as to the use he 
intends to make of his purchase, Arsenic, 
in the form of white powder, or of paris 
green, or of any one of a dozen preparations j 
manufactured for the purpese of killing! 
vermin, is daily sold in considerable quan 
tities. Soalso are the several saits of cop 
per, the acetates, or verdeyris, the sulphate 
or blue vitriol, either of which is deadly | 
enough to serve the purpoge of the most | 
desperate sui ide, and both of which some 
times occasion involuntary poisoning, the 
former by forming in carelessly kept copper 
vessels, the latter by the dangerous habit | 
of placing bits of copper in pickles in order 
to heighter their color. Any one of a dozen

When 
the dose is excessive the result is a marked 
depression of the action of the heart, 
followed by fainting, coma and loss of life, 
An uncertain and dangerous drug, digitalis 
is thoroughly reliable as @ poison, Hella- 
donna, too, extracted from the deadly night- 
shade, a common plant, is a3 rank a poison 
as ever was gathered from the fields, and 
the active principle, atropia, is as easily 
obtained as the belladonna. While iodine 
and strychnine, digitafis and atropia may 
be had with little dithculty, opiam is harder 
to obtain, many restrictions being thrown 
around its sale as well as thet of morphine.

From thos it 
appeara that in ISO) the total number 
ef deaths an England and Wales from 
accidental and intentional 
S76, or no fewer than 242 more tnan in 
Iss. ‘Of that number 544 were avcident- 
al, O27 were cases of suicide; and tive were 
cases of homicide. It is chiefly the cases of 
accidental and suicidal poisoning that are 
of interest. There were no fewer than 114 


| casea due to narcotic poisoning by opium, 


laudanum, morphine, chlurodyne, sooth- 
ing syrup, cordial, paregoric. The poison 
that comes next, in regard to the number 
of deaths. is chioroform, to which sixty-two 
deatha are attributed; the carbolic acid, 
as the cause of death in thirty-one cages, 
Tio poisonons alkaloids—aconite, bella- 
donna, cocaine and strychnine—have been 
the canse of nineteen deaths ; the mineral 
avids of seventeen, arsenic of eight, chloral 
of seven, and oxalic acid of only two. ‘Then 
there were 12S deaths caused by a number 
of miacellaneous poisons. In the twenty- 
four cases the nature of the poison was not 
axcertained. ‘The number of deaths attrib- 


‘uted to chloroform is a remarkable feature 


of this return, but since the circumstances 
of the cases are not stated it is impossible 
here toconsiderthem further. The number 
of deaths caused by articles which are not

Fighting Obolera in America. 

Dr. J. Tel-ya-fas, of Tiflis, in am eseay in 
the New York Medical Record says :— 
“The habitat of the cholera bacillus is the 
delta of the Ganges.” 

This is not a fact. It is pure fiction, and 
is as misleading as itis stupid. The “‘chol- 
era’—comma bacillus—is a microscopic 
species of minute vegetable mould. It isa 
wise provision of nature for the purpose of 
arresting the etiiuvia resulting from decay- 
ing animal or vegetable substances, using 
the salts and soluble mineral elements 
peculiar to vegetable growth, as their de- 
velopment may require, and converting the 
whole into a harmicss vegetable mould. 
The claim that cholera is caused by such 
mi?o-organism, rests upon a mistaken pre- 
mise, and is sure to mislead the public, as 
the statements of reputed experts are liable 
to tind acceptance for the time being.
